International Relations Will Be an Impor­ 
tant University Study Now 


By NICHOLAS MURRAY BUTLER, Pfc’i Columbi. Umtrcr«ty 


Unless all signs fail, among the mosi; important 
university subjects of study in the immediate future 
are to be international relations, including international 
law and public law, both constitutional and adminis­ 
trative, particularly in its comparative aspects. 
The new international movement, so far as it is 
healthy and sound, is founded upon a common respect 
for law and justice, a common interest in the steady 
improvement of individual nations and the promo­ 
tion of their satisfaction and happiness, and upon an 
earnest purpose to unite tlie forces of reason and right­ 
eousness for the removal of causes of international Avar, and for the sup­ 
pression of international war itself. 
That the univèrsities are to play a powerful part in carrying forward 
these movements can hardly be doubted. 
In many lands the universities 
have already shown themselves to bo the active centers of interest in inter­ 
national life and international relations. 
Tlie danger to be guarded against is lest a shallow and superficial 
sentimentalism shall usurp the place which Jbelongs to reasonableness and 
to straight thinking. 
The world will not be made either wise or happy 
in a day, nor will its wisdom and happiness be assured by judicial decree, 
legislative enactment or international agreement, however judicious and 
well supported these may seem, to be.

We want it to mean help; we want it to mean 
S3onpathy; we want it to mean understanding; we want it to mean large­ 
ness of ,view. We want it to mean not patronage but the largest human 
fellowship. 
America is an inspiration. 
America is a sjjirit. 
America is some­ 
thing mystical which lives in the heavens. 
It is the constant and con­ 
tinuous searching of the human heart for the thing that is better. 
We 
are compelled to move on and on by something that we know not of. That 
is the essence of Americanism. 
Take out of our hearts the belief that 
the “Battle Hymn of the Republic” is true, that God’s truth is marching 
on, and you defeat America, but until you*take that from us the real 
America cannot bo beaten in battle. 
We are trying a great experiment in the United States. We are fash­ 
ioning a new people. We are doing the unprecedented thing in saying 
that Slav, Teuton, Celt and the other races that make up the civilized 
world are capable of being blended here, and we say this upon the theory 
that blood alone does not control the destiny of man, that out of his 
environment, his education, the food that he eats, the neighbors that he 
has, the work that he does, there can be formed and realized a spirit, an 
ideal which will master his blood. 
Americanism in the United States must be to us a political religion. 
And'it is our function to be the preachers of this gospel: Now be­ 
cause man has liberty in his hands—^because he has the right to deter­ 
mine his own destiny—now the day of freedom is at hand^ and he can 
make this world what he wants it tb be.

All this was splendid training In 
niemory and in concentration, for It 
kept the attention directed toward one 
object and at the same time it was suf­ 
ficiently varied work not to become 
monotonous. 
It also developed slull 
in the use of the hands. Mother, who 
was just as enthusiastic as the chil­ 
dren, would occasionally suggest some­ 
thing of which they had not thought, 
and sometimes, In their walks, they 
would stop at shop windows to play a 
new game which this occupation had 
suggested, “finding treasures for the 
doll house.** 
The children were allowed to ask the 
shop clerks for the material, and some­ 
times they paid for it with their own 
money, for mother knew that, like 
“grown-ups,** they wo\ild pri/.e things 
more If they bought them with money 
of their own than if the things were 
giveii to them. 
In this way the boy 
learned to count, and both realized, to 
a slight degree at least, the relation 
between value and lu'ice; also that 
they could buy only what they could 
alford.

For exami^le, one day they planned 
to buy a paint brush with five pennies 
they had saved tiTgether.

Finishing the House. 
It took a number of days to palnf* 
the outside of the house, as little chil­ 
dren cannot remain at one occupation 
long, and many articles were made for 
the rooms during this time. The wall­ 
paper was cut from a samplebook 
given by a neighboring wall-paper firm, 
blue and white tiled paper for the 
kitchen, flowered paper for the other 
rooms.. Rugs were cut from mail-order 
catalogues and pasted on stiff card­ 
board. 
Tables, chairs and bed were 
? 
iacffe of paper boxes, witli spool legs, 
'lie kitchen sink was made of a small 
tin box fastened to the wall, with two 
square brass hooks, inverted, to repre­ 
sent hot and cold water faucets. 
This house was kept for several 
year.s, but the Interior was constantly 
changed as the children became more 
efiicient in hand-work. 
There was no 
whining, “What shall we do?’* 
They 
would play for long periods at this fa­ 
vorite occupation, while mother sat by 
and mended and made their clothes. 
She, for her part, never became irri­ 
table when they interrupted for legiti­ 
mate assistance, for she realized the 
wonderful lessons they were constant­ 
ly learning.

He will help bring about a decided 
change in conditions that cause high insurance charges. With the decline 
in insurance rates there will also be a fall in the price of merchandise. 
New York, Ciiicago and other municipalities should co-operate with 
the government in passing legislation. 
Figures just made public hy the national board of fire underwriters 
sliow that in twenty states the yearly fire losses amounted to $71,073,-133. 
Fires classified as “strictly preventable” aggregated more than $20,000,- 
000 in losses, while those termed “partly preventable” resulted in more 
than $34,000,000 damages. 
These figures show an increase over those 
of the previous year.

HUM BOOBY TRAPS 


Left When Armies Were Driven 
From France.

Detection of Contrivances Which Had 
No Part In Civilized Warfare Wat 
Made Work of Special 
Organization. 


Detection by British army Investi­ 
gators of Gorman “booby traps” saved 
the lives of many an oilicer or man 
of tho British armies during the period 
when the Gcrmaus were rctreatlug 
from Franco. 
“I am convinced,” says one ofilcer, 
“that we nipped many of tho Hun's 
favorite plans by capturing near Bray 
a little factory whvre he made hia 
'booby traps.* 
When we occupied U 
we learned much from the partly com­ 
pleted traps we found lying about the 
place. 
“One of tliom was an iron plate. 
This the wily Hun dropped In a road­ 
way so that It would likelj l)e trod 
upon by soldier or horse of our ad­ 
vancing troops. 
The plate was In 
two parts, with a spring inside, and 
usually contained a detonator connect­ 
ed with a heavy charge of explosive. 
When the weight of the foot was re­ 
moved the spring slipped into place 
and exploded the detonator, and the 
damage was done, 
“These spring detonators wore the 
Germans’ specialty. They consisted of 
a tube containing a little spring with 
a hook at one end. Attached to the 
hook was a string or wire connecting 
with the explosive charge. 
Any ar­ 
rangement by w'hich the spring could 
be distended and then suddenly con­ 
tracted sei'ved to Jerk the string, and 
the charge was exploded, 
“On6 night I received a call from our 
lieutenant colonel who had spent the 
day directing movements from a re­ 
cently captured German dugout. 
He 
told me he w*as neiwous, and believed 
he was associating with a ‘booby,’ and 
asked me to send him a squad of engi­ 
neers to look it over. I went myself. 
“The colonel sat in the dugout, about 
ten feet down, on a chair by a table. 
Directly in front «f the chair was a 
petrol can, and it was the can he 
feared. He had noticed it early in the 
morning when the dugout was first oc­ 
cupied, but had no time to examine it 
until evening. Then he found nothing, 
but he had a ‘hunch’ that It was a 
trap and wanted expert assistance. 
“I dug a little trench around the 
can, but could find no wires, and then 
tapped it, but received no sound other 
than that which might come from any 
old empty can. There was nothing to 
do but open it, and, borrowing the 
colonel’s can opener, I went at it as 
gingerly as I could. 
“It was imrtly filled with about eight" 
pounds of one of the most deadly 
powder explosives known to science. 
This I removed vei*y carefully, nnil in 
the bottom of the can found the spring 
detonator. It had been fastened to the 
bottom of the can in such a way that 
If the can had been lifted from the 
floor of the dugout the charge would 
have exploded, and the colonel and his 
party would have been blown to bits. 
“The colonel paled a little when I 
showed him just what he had been as­ 
sociating with all day, and very fer­ 
vently thanked himself for obeying his 
‘hunch’ to let that can alone.*'

(OINTY rOOUHOrSE 


Deplorable conditions aro said to 
exist in tho Adams County Home, ac - 
cording to the Times, which shows 
that the inmates of the almshouse are 
suffering from lack of food and that 
their complaints have been ignored. 
The newspaper making the oxpoae is 
non-partisan. 
It is claimed that for 
foui'« consecutivo Sundays the 
menu 
served was. breakfast, bread, butter, 
coffee; dinner, bread, buttw. coffee; 
supper, 
br^ad. butter, 
coffee, cako. 
It is I'laimed that the inmates have 
breakfast at 5 o'clock in tho morning, 
dinnor at 11 oVlock alid supper at 4 
o'clock, for the convenience of cooks 
so that thev can flnish tholr work ear- 
ly. 
Letters from men who have been 
in the home for many years say that 
thoy never had cause for complaint 
unttil last April. 
"Many days I had 
only enough to live." says one of the 
letters, "and often at night I suffered 
and 
could 
not sleep from hunger.'* 
The writer heads his letter "House of 
Starvation." and observes "Maybe a 
pauper has no soul to sav^" 


Dr. J. P. Dalby. a Gettysburg phy- 
sician. who has been most painstak- 
ing in his duties as physician to the 
institution, 
and 
has done much to 
relieve physical suffering among the 
inmates, has announced his intention 
to tender his resignation in the near 
future. 
It 
is 
understood 
that 
his 
acttion was brought about entirely by 
existing conditions at the home. 
He 
filed his last report with the board, 
but has refused to make it public. 
Ill launching its policy of exposing 
tlv3 situation 
the 
Times says 
that 
statements issued from reliable sourc- 
es substantiate to a large degree the 
frequent rumors that have bsen circu- 
lating through the town 
concerning 
he administration of the almshouse, 
and that the contents of the state- 
ments is suilicients to "amazo the av- 
erage 
citizen." 
Lack 
of 
harmony 
among others is blamed for "neglect- 
ed work and decreased interest in the 
welfare of the inmates at the insti- 
tuttioiu" 
The county seat and all of 
the towns and villages of tbs county 
are following closely the revelations 
and some remedial developments is 
expected. 


An example of waste at the county 
home is cited by an explanation of the 
electtrié light system in the building 
for the insane. 
Every time an »em- 
ploy went into the cellar tto attend to 
some work, the lights over the entire 
building burned full force because no 
cut-out switch was placed on the cel- 
lar light. 
So if a man 
worked 
an 
hour in the celjar during the day the 
lights burned throughout the building 
a corresponding period of time. 


Verification of tho statements from 
reliable sources that deplorable con- 
ditions exist in the almshouse 
was 
given Tuesday afternoon by the in- 
mates themselvas who responded will- 
ingly to questions propounded by a 
representative of the Times. 
Virtu- 
ally all of the elderly men and women 
int'3rviewed stated that, they were im- 
properly fed and were not receiving 
the consideration they felt was due 
th^m.

Clayton trust law, 80 arbitration trea- 
ties, the seaman's act, the farm loan, 
the repeal of Panama tolls, the ship- 
ping act. the child iaiior law, the pur- 
chase of the Danisli AVest Indies and 
federal aid for good roads. 


The federal reserve law is poten- 
tially as great a piece of constructive 
legislation as any that has been en- 
ftcted in this country. 
We were abso- 
lutely without a financial system, and 
the money of the nation was in the 
Irresponsible 
control 
of 
a 
few 
big 
banks in New York. 


Every attempt to remedy this situa- 
tion had failed because private 
finan- 
cial interests naturally wished to keep 
their control of the money. 
The Aid- 
rich bill in the Taft 
administration 
proposed to give the sanction of law 
to this private domination, but con- 
gress refused to pass it. 


Tlie federal reserve act simply re- 
versed the Aldrlch plan and gave the 
nation, through the government,

control of its own money. 


President Wilson was the relentless 
driving force that pushed through the 
federal reserve bill and the rest of the 
legislative program.

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International Relations Will Be an Impor- 
tant University Study Now

Unless all signs fail, among the most important 
university subjects of study in the immediate future 
are to be international relations, including international 
law and public law, both constitutional and adminis- 
trative, particularly in its comparative aspects. 


The new international movement, so far as it is 
healthy and sound, is founded upon a common respect 
for law and justice, a common interest in the steady 
improvement of individual nations and the promo- 
tion of their satisfaction and happiness, and upon an 
earnest purpose to unite tlie forces of reason and right- 
eousness for the removal of causes of international war, and for the sup- 
pression of international war itself. 


That the univèrsities are to play a powerful part in carrying forward 
these movements can hardly be doubted. In many lands the universities 
have already showni themselves to be the active centers of interest in inter- 
national life and international relations. 


The danger to be guarded against is lest a shallow and superficial 
sentimentalism shall usurp the place which J^elongs to reasonableness and 
to straight thinking. 
The world will not be made either wise or happy 
in a day, nor will its wisdom and happiness be assured by judicial decree, 
legislative enactment or international agreement, however judicious and 
well supported these may seem, to be.

That there are today over seven million persons in the United States 
above tqn years of age unable to read or write English, including those 
who cannot even speak or understand our language, proclaims an indefen- 
sible indifference to civic responsibility on the part of the average Amer- 
ican. The native Americans, those men into whom traditions of liberty 
have been sunk by experience of generations, are primarily responsible 
for whatever indifference has been, shown by this nation in the education 
and enlightenment of those whom they have invited to these shores. Upon 
us is the responsibility; ours the responsibility and ours the opportunity. 


We know now that there is no such , thing as Americanism, unless 
Americanism is in our souls. 
We have got to feel it first, and then we 
have got to put it out among other people. We want now to give a new 
significance to that word. We want it to mean help; we want it to mean 
sympathy; we want it to mean understanding; we want it to mean large- 
ness of .view. We want it to mean not patronage but the largest human 
fellowship. 


America is an inspiration. 
America is a spirit, 
America is some- 
thing mystical M^hich lives in the heavens. 
It is the constant and con- 
tinuous searching of the human heart for the thing that is better. 
We 
are compelled to move on and on by something that we know not of. That 
is the essence of Americanism. 
Take out of our hearts the belief that 
the "Battle Hymn of the Kepublic" is true, that God's truth is marching 
on, and you defeat America, but until you'take that from us the real 
America cannot be beaten in battle. 


We are trying a great experiment in the United States. We are fash- 
ioning a new people. We are doing the unprQpedented thing in saying 
that Slav, Teuton, Celt and the other races that make up the civilized 
world are capable of being blended here, and we say this upon the theory 
that blood alone does not control the destiny of man, that out of his 
environment, his education, the food that he eats, the neighbors that he 
has, the work that he does, there can be formed and realized a spirit, an 
ideal which will master his blood. 


Americanism in the United States must be to us a political religion. 
And'it is our function to be the preachers of this gospel: Now be- 
cause man has liberty in his hands—because he has the right to deter- 
mine his own destiny—now the day of freedom is at hand, and he can 
make this world what he wants it tb be.

Wounded soldiers should be given immediate employment by munici- 
palities as official inspectors to help curb the huge losses caused by pre- 
ventable lires. 
Our heroes are returning to their homes after having 
extinguished the dangerous flames of autocracy. 
Changed conditions 
make it imposiiible for many of the boys in the khaki to return to their 
former places of employment. 
These men, thousands of M'hom are 
cripples as a result of their sacrifices, would welcome an opportunity to 
help make America a fireproof nation. 


Our boys who have seen service overseas know the fright'fulness of 
waste, They liave seen homes, villages and cities destroyed by shell fire 
and torch. 
Tlie men returning would be glad to take a job that wofild 
mean the prevention of destruction' of property and human lives. Bestow 
upon the overseas soldier who returns minus a limb the proper authority 
to enforce fire-prevention laws. 
He will help bring about a decided 
diange in conditions that cause high insurance charges, With the decline 
in insurance rates there will also be a fall in the price of merchandise. 
New York, Chicago and other municipalities should co-operate with 


the government in j^assing legislation. 


Eigures just made public by the national board of fire underwriters 
pliow that in twenty states the yearly fire losses amounted to $71,073,4.33. 
Fires classified as ''strictly preventable'' aggregated mor^ than $20,000,- 
000 in losses, while those termed ''partly preventable" resulted in more 
than $34,000,000 damages. 
These figures show an increase over those 


of the previous year. 


Kow that the world conflict is over the hour has arrived for the 
people of America to wage an aggressive war against fire—that demon 
wJiicli n^t only destroys millions^of dollars' worth of property annually 
ajid ruins thousands of business men but also causes unnecessary loss of 
life. Let tJie boys who went abroad and who are coming back crippled 
be the i?ghters against preventable flames,

A HOMEMADE DOLUS HOUSE. 


By H I L D A BUSICK. 


A friend of mine entered her flve- 
year-old son in a kindei-garten. 
Siie 
took him theryevery day, and once In 
fi while stayed with her three-year-old 
daughter to visit. 
Noticing that the 
eJiIidren were liappy because they were 
busy with work which appealed to 
them, and tluit the doll's house was 
frequently .liie center of attraction, 
she decided to allow her little ones to 
make jl house at home. So for 20 cents 
two wooden egg boxes were secu«»d 
from the grocer, amid much excite- 
ment on the part of iJio children. 


The boxes were taken straight to 
(ho children's corner, and It was de- 
cided that work sljouiU be done on 
ihem on rainy days only, and that tiie 
cliildn-n were to do all the work if 
possible. 


At their dictation, mother made a 
!ist of tJie things they intended to do; 
Paint tliy outside of tJie boxes wjdte; 
iZf^fee a curtain across \ho front; have 
a .kitciien. dining room, sitting room 
'and bedroom; paper tlie rooms; maiie 
rugs fur ihu lloi^rs, and nuiivo fui'Jiiture 
for the dllTer^^nt r^^oms. Tlie next thing 
to do was to pri'paro a list of the va*. 
rious materials needed; Paint, paper, 
Bclysors, tliunib tacUs, cardboard boxes, 
lipouls, gi lie. 
scailoped-edged 
tissue- 
paper uupkln^ for window curtains, 


white oilcloth, jap-a-lac, and so on. 
These lists wore not completed at once, 
but added to as the children thought 
of things, or as nev; things were made 
for the kindergarten doll house, which 
served as their model. 


Training In Memory. 


All this was splendid training in 
niemory and in concentration, for It 
kept the attention directed toward one 
object and at the same time It was suf- 
ficiently 
varied work not to become 
monotonous. 
It also developed slull 
In the use of the hands. Mother, who 
was just as enthusiastic as the chil- 
dren. would occasionally suggest some- 
thing of which they had not thought, 
and sometimes, in their walks, they 
would stop at shop windows to play a 
new game which this occupation had 
suggested, "finding treasures for the 
doll house." 


The children were allowed to ask the 
shop clerks for the material, and some- 
times they paid for it with their own 
money, for mother knew that, like 
"grown-ups," they wo\ild prize things 
more if they bought them with money 
of their own than if the things were 
glveil to them. 
In this way the boy 
learned to count, and both realized, to 
a slight degree at least, the relation^ 
between value and price; nlso that 
they could buy only what they could 
aiford. 
, 


For example, one day they planned 
to buy a paint brush with five pennies 
they had saved tagether. 
When they 
reached the store they noticed first a 
large, attractive brush, but found it 
was ten cents. 
There were smaller 
five-cent brushes, but it would take, 
more than they had to get" one for 
each. 
Little daughter wanted mother 
to give them the extra five cents need- 
ed, and son wished her to lend It to 
them, but botlf these suggestions wore 
finally 
ruled out. with 
in"calculal)le 
value to both children. 
There was 
quite a long debate and a hard strug- 
gle in each little head before the final 
decision was reached-^to buy one five- 
cent brush and each take turns us- 
ing it. 


Materials were kept In a Covered bo:i 
on top of the doll's house. 
The chil- 
dren returned everything to this boj 
when they were ready to stop play fo^ 
the day, Including their aprons whicb 
mother had made large enough to 
cover them completely, and sheets of 
newspaper which were used to spread 
on the floor to protect the rug from 
stains. 


Finishing the House. 


It took a number of days to paint 
the outside of the house, as little chil- 
dren cannot remain at one occupation 
long, and many articles were made for 
the rooms during this time. The wall- 
paper was cut from a 
samplebook 
given by a neighboring wall-paper firm, 
blue and white tiled paper for the 
kitchen, flowered paper for the other 
rooms.. Rugs were cut from mail-order 
catalogues and pasted on stifC card- 
board. 
Tables, chairs and bed were 
matlfe of paper boxes, witli spool legs. 
The kitchen sink was made of a small 
tin box fastened to the wall, with two 
square brass hooks, inverted, to repre- 
sent hot and cold water faucets. 


Tiiis house was kept for several 
years, but the Interior was constantly 
changed as the children became more 
efiicient in hand-work. 
There was no 
whining, "What shall we do?" 
They 
would play for long periods at this fa- 
vorite occupation, while mother sat by 
and mended and made their clothes. 
She, for her part, never became Irri- 
table when they interrupted for legiti- 
mate assistance, for she realized the 
wonderful lessons they were constant- 
ly learning.

Detection of Contrivances Which Had 
No Part In Civilized Warfare Was 
Made Work of 
Special 
OrQanization. 


Detection by British army Invostl- 
gators of Gonnnn "booby traps" saved 
the lives of many an oilicer or mau 
of the British armies duriug the period 
when 
the 
Gernums were 
rotreatluij 
from Frauco. 


"I am convinced," says one ofllcor, 
"that we nipped many of the Hun's 
favorite plans by capturing near Bray 
a little factory whvre he made hi3 
'booby traps.' 
When we occupied It 
we learned much from the partly coiu- 
pleted traps we found lying about the 
place, 


"One of tliom was an iron plate. 
This the wily Hun dropped in a road- 
way so thai It would likelj be trod 
upon by soldier or horse of our ad- 
vancing 
troops. 
The plate was 
in 
two parts, with a spring inside, and 
usually contained a detonator connect' 
ed with a hoavy charge of explosive. 
When the weight of tiie foot was re- 
moved the spring slipped into place 
and exploded the detonator, and the 
damage was done. 


"These spring detonators wore the 
Germans' specialty. They consisted of 
a tube containing a little spring with 
a hook at one end. 
Attached to the 
hook was a string or wire connecting 
with the explosive charge. 
Any ar- 
rangement by which the spring could 
be distended and then suddenly con- 
tracted sei-ved to jerk the string, and 
the charge was exploded, 


"On(i night I received a call from our 
lieutenant colonel who had spent the 
day directing movements from a re- 
cently captured German dugout. 
He 
told me he was nei'vous, and believed 
he was associating with a 'booby,' and 
asked me to send him a squad of engi- 
neers to look it over. 
I went myself, 


"The colonel sat in the dugout, about 
ten feet down, on a chair by a table. 
Directly in front «f the chair was a 
petrol can, and it was the can he 
feared. He had noticed it early in the 
morning when the dugout was first oc- 
cupied, but had no time to examine it 
until evening. Then he found nothing, 
but he had a 'hunch' that It was a 
trap and wanted expert assistance. 


"I dug a little trench around 
the 
can, but could find no wires, and then 
tapped it, but received no sound other 
than that which might come from any 
old empty can. 
There was nothing to 
do but open it, and, borrowing the 
colonel's can opener, I went at it as 
gingerly as I could. 


"It M-as partly filled with about eight"
